Orlando is scheduled to go before 
the Italian parliament at two o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon to ask support of 
the policies followed by his govern­ 
ment. which led to Italy's secession 
from the peace conference over the 
question of annexation of Fiume. 
Univerified reports are in circula­ 
tion. 
however, that Orlando 
may 
present both his anti th*1 allies' sides 
of the controversy and ask parlia­ 
ment to choose between them. 
A c­ 
cording to these r e p o r t s , the premier 
left Baris convinced he could never 
obtain 
sanction of the 
associated 
powers to Italy's claims for Fiume 
and would lay before parliament an 
alleged 
compromise offer, 
whereby 
Italy would receive all concessions 
contained 
in the 
pact of 
London, 
which give- her a portion of D al­ 
matia, but not Fiume. 
The entire nation is tensely aw’ait- 
iug the results of the parliamentary 
session, which will determine its fut­ 
ure course. 
According to political 
experts, the possibility of a chang** 
in ministry through failure of the 
scheduled vote^of confidence is ex­ 
tremely remote

A s this defect is one of w ork­ 
manship, it can be overcome by the

of 
proper methods on 
the p a rt of the butterm aker, acco rd ­ 
ing to dairy specialists of the U nit­

Mottles are caused primarily by un 
ancien distribution of salt in the but­ 
ter.
